Ho listed them as four: 


1. Arkansas' 
rating

2. Boiler lax structures of other 
stales. 


3. Better inducements of other 
states. 


4. Arkansas' 
unlimited 
school 
tax ceiling. 


I was particularly struck by No. 


4 — because tho repeal of the 18- 
mill school tax ceiling was done 
very recently (1948), was fought 
by this newspaper, and 
is 
now 


viewed with suspicion by tho very 
professional school folks who sup- 
ported it, because it hurt us in- 
dustrially without doing the job for 
Ihe schools it was supposed to do. 


Figures 
aro 
funny 
animals — 


particularly local 
figures. 
They 


moan one thing in the community 
or stale whore they arc compiled, 
bul il lakes a tall amount of ex- 
plaining lo keep them from mean- 
ing something entirely different a 
thousand miles away. Arkansas' 
school properly lax is very light in 
actual dollars, compared to thai 
of the big industrial states — but 
our rale figures are frightening. 


You mention lo an Easterner a 


millagc tolal ranging from 40 to 
50 or GO and belli jump out of his 
chair with shock. It lakes a week ' 
of explaining to got over to him 
our story of low assessments and 
small dollar tolal — assessment 
multiplied by millagc. 


Actually you could hit him for a 


groat many more dollars with a 
low millagc figure and a 100 per 
cent assessment, and get loss pro- 
test. 


It was stupid from any viewpoint 


to repeal the 18-mill school tax 
coiling, knowing that oven an 18- 
mill school tax meant an overall 
total in the average Arkansas city 
of more than 40 mills.
